Katanga and the independ- 
ent mining state in southern 
Kasai Province were reported 
among the first to be accepted as 
federation members. 

On the issue of Matadi, a Con- 
golese spokesman said terms for 
the U.N. return to the port will 
be decided by Kasavubu. A U.N. 
statement reported talks will be 
resumed on the basis of Kasavu- 
bu’s decision.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A stop- 
gap emergency feed grains pro- 
gram won Senate approval Fri- 
day but minus the key com- 
pliance feature urged by the Ken- 
nedy administration. 

The vote was 52-26. 


Passage came after hours of 
debate, mostly criticism of the 
one-year effort to curtail produc- 
tion of corn and other feed grains 
and dispose of part of the $4 bil- 
lion worth already in government- 
held stocks. 


GOES TO HOUSE 


The Senate version of the first 
farm request of President Ken- 
nedy now goes back to the House. 
A Senate-House compromise must 
be reached and given final ap- 
proval if any bill is to go to the 
President. 


Strong Senate opposition was 
evidenced to the request of Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Orville L. 
Freeman for authority to sell off 
some of the government-held feed 
grain surpluses at less than sup- 
port, or possibly market prices. 


LAUSCHE COMMENTS 


He and his backers said this 
broad authority was needed to in- 
duce corn, grain sorghum, barley 
and rye producers to cut back 
planting of these crops this year. 


The provision was included in 
the bill passed by the House 
Thursday but omitted from the 
Senate version. 


Sen. Frank J. Lausche, D-Ohio, 
called the sales proposal an effort 
to put “farmers in a compulsory 
straitjacket’”’ to join in the cut- 
back of acreage.

MUST CUT CROPS 


Sen. Allen J. Ellender, D-La., 
chairman of the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee, said he would 
not accept this feature of the 
House bill. 


Both the Senate and House bills 
would require farmers producing 
the feed grains to retire part of 
these croplands this year in order 
to” qualify for higher price sup 
ports. 


Secretary Freeman said he 
would boost corn supports from 
$1.05 the past year to $1.20 on 
the new crop with commensurate 
increases in the other feed grains. 


The Senate bill would require 
farmers to idle 30 per cent of 
their feed grain croplands to get 
supports. 


On half of this retired land they 
would get cash equal to 60 cents 
a bushel for recent average pro- 
duction. On the other half they 
would get from government sur- 
plus stocks, feed grain amounting

HAVANA (UPI)—Cuba ended its treason trial of American Wil- 
liam A. Morgan Friday. Two of his 12 Cuban codefendants demanded 
that they be executed with him if the one-time Cuban national hero 


is condemned to death. 
Morgan, 34, of Toledo, Ohio, is 
a former U.S. Army paratrooper 


who helped Fidel Castro rise to 
power. His trial ended shortly 


1 after noon. There was no indica- 


tion when his fate would be an- 
nounced. 


A few hours earlier in the 
Cabana Fortress prison where 
Morgan was tried, Anastasio Ro- 
jas Eireo, 26, was executed as a 
counter-revolutionary. He was the 
eighth victim of a firing squad 
this week and 20th to be shot as 
an enemy of Castro since the 
start of the year. 


Twelve Cubans were accused 
with Morgan of anti-government 
acts in the brief trial which 
started Thursday night. 


In his final statement, Morgan 
told the court, “‘I stand here in- 
nocent.”” 


Morgan said Castro’s foes al- 
ways had hoped he would join 
their ranks. ‘“‘But before I would 
do that, I would be better off 
dead,”’ he said. 

The court was expected to pass 
sentence on Morgan in the next 
24 hours. If precedent is observed, 
however, and if he is condemned

The nation formally severed dip- 
lomatic relations last Aug. 17 in 
a dispute over West Irian (West 
New Guinea), cl by both 
nations. ‘Since then Britain has 
represented Dutch interests in 
Indonesia and the United Arab 
Republic represented Indonesian 
interests in The Netherlands. 


A curt announcement by the 
Indonesian foreign office Friday 
said the Indonesian government 
“does no longer desire the inter- 
ests of the Dutch in Indonesia to 
be represented by the British gov- 
ernment.”’ 


ARMS DEAL CITED 


“Similarly, the Indonesian gov- 
ernment has informed the govern- 
ment of the United Arab Republic 
not to represent Indonesia’s in- 
terests in The Netherlands any 
longer.”’ 


(British diplomatic sources in 
Londen believed two major de- 
velopments may have prompted 
the sudden sharpening of tension 
—possible Commonwealth discus- 
sions on West New Guinea and a 
new arms deal between Indonesia 
and the Soviet Union by which 
Indonesia will get submarines and 
fighter and bomber planes.) 


REFUSES COMMENT 


Genis Harsono, a foreign office 
spokesman, refused any comment 
on the Indonesian motives for 
the unprecedented diplomatic step. 

“This is all we can release 
today,”’ he told reporters. But 
other officials indicated Indone- 
sian nationals in Holland would 
have to go to West Germany or 
Belgium for assistance if they 
need it. 

(In the Hague, the Dutch cab- 
inet met to discuss its last, in- 
direct diplomatic link with Hol- 
land which affects 12,000 Indone- 
sians of Dutch descent living in 
Indonesia. They have been sup- 
ported by the Dutch government 
and have received pensions 
through the British Embassy.)

On Thursday and Friday a series of 


_ statements by Mr. Kennedy, Ambassador 


Harriman and Secretary of State Rusk un- 
tied the American hand from past offers 
of concessions. This served notice that 
Russia must start from scratch if she 
wants to bargain now. 


No longer does our offer stand to put 
a ceiling on troops in Berlin or to consider 
reducing the garrison there. No longer 
do we offer to arm these troops with con- 
ventional weapons only, or to restrain 
propaganda and espionage any further. 

These offers, rejected by Russia in 
1959, are now withdrawn. And the mean- 
ing is unmistakeable: the United States 
government intends to stand in Berlin. If 
Mr. Khrushchev thought the new admin- 
istration might soften there, he now has 
proof to the contrary. 


Berlin remains the principal flashpoint 
in the struggle between East and West. 
The Soviets may be expected to start 
playing with matches there shortly. The 
Kennedy policy has properly removed all 
questions from Soviet mind as to what 
our reaction will be. And this is the best 
way to forestall trouble with the Kremlin 
—to act before Khrushchev does, and in 
such a way that he cannot misjudge 
American intentions.

Kennedy Housing Plan 
Aims at Critical Areas 


President Kennedy’s proposals to re- 
vitalize the nation’s housing program are 
neither revolutionary nor exhorbitant. 
They merely would put life into old pro- 


grams which have grown stagnant or 
which were never fully activated. 


Certainly they are aimed at the areas 
of most critical need—low cost housing, 
low-rent apartments and better housing 
for low-income elderly people. The em- 
phasis on slum eradication and revelop- 
ment, including establishment of a Cabi- 
net-level Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Affairs to oversee the program, is

certainly in line with the long-range na- 
tional goals of economic growth. 


Here in Atlanta and in most other 
large cities, there is a critical shortage of 
decent housing for low and middle income 
families. Those who cannot qualify for 
low-rent public housing projects find 
themselves relegated to the slums. The 
Kennedy program would encourage and 
help communities overcome this gap. 

The proposals probably will be ap- 
proved by Congress with a few changes. 
It behooves Atlanta and Fulton County 
leadership to begin making plans now to 
take full advantage of whatever new op- 
portunities are offered.

Insurance Plan Sound; 
Rates Bear Watching 


The insurance rate plan approved yes- 
terday by Insurance Commissioner Cra- 
vey has much in its favor. Certainly the 
point system which rewards the safe 
driver while penalizing those with bad 
records is a fair approach. 


As the plan is interpreted, about 80 per 
cent of Georgia motorists would get rate 
decreases. The poor risks who are respon- 
sible for most insurance claims would pay 
more. This should serve a double purpose 
in relieving those who practice safety and 
encourage those who do not. It places a 
dollar value on safe driving. 


The plan basically is the same that has 
been put into effect by 34 states. 


Like Mr. Cravey, we have reservations 
about some aspects of the plan. We're 
aware that companies writing automobile 
insurance in the state have indeed been 
losing money on this operation. But the 
average increase of 8.4 per cent in rates 
is a steep adjustment. 


If the plan works successfully and 
does reduce the number and amount of 
claims, we trust Commissioner Cravey 
will see to it that all rates are reduced ac- 
cordingly. Meanwhile, the idea of encour- 
aging safety through insurance rates is a 
good one.

Hemispheric Fair Here 
Is a Splendid Project 


Individuals and groups interested in 
seeing some sort of an international fair 
in Atlanta in this decade are beginning 
to explore the possibility of a Western 
Hemisphere exposition. 

There are several things in favor of 
such an approach. First of all there is the 
fact that a fair on a larger scale would be 
almost impossible. Two world’s fairs are 
already scheduled for the United States 
in the immediate future; African and 
Asian nations would not attend an exposi- 
tion in Atlanta. 


But a hemispheric fair would be an- 
other matter.:It would be on a smaller 
scale (and thus, presumably, could win 
the approval of the Bureau of Interna- 


4 tional Expositions—an important factor). 


It would emphasize the growing aware- 
ness of the ties between the United States 
and Latin America in general and be- 
tween the Southeast and Latin America 
in particular. It would be a spectacular 
way to emphasize Atlanta’s bid for rec- 
ognition as a major convention city. 


By 1965 (the present tentative target 
date for the fair) Atlanta will probably 
have the hotel and motel facilities neces- 
sary for such an attraction. By then, too, 
urban renewal will have reached a stage 
of development where the people of the 
metropolitan area and the governments 
will be willing to work in conjunction for 
the kinds of permanent buildings needed 
for an exposition. 


All in all a hemispheric fair in Atlanta 
in the middle or late 1960s sounds like a 
splendid and workable idea.

The woebegone freshman is a commonplace 
Leaving the nest to explore life 
frightens them all. Educators note two tenden- 


cies then occur in the youngsters during college years. 

Some hesitate to venture beyond the opinions they brought from 
home and family. Others at some point break across into the heady 
world of independent thought and searching exploration; they meas- 
ure by the verities they learned at home but do not limit their ques-

Not long 
ago, on the campus of a Georgia college which I won't name, though 
its students will recognize the incident, one well-reared student was

He denounced the dormitory bull sessions with their timeless dis- 
cussions of sex.

Catholics Raise 


A Perilous Issue 


WASHINGTON—In their statement on federal 
aid to education, the hierarchy of the Roman 
Catholic Church has raised a serious issue. They 


have said, in effect, that if they cannot get the ‘tated aid in want 
for their parochial schools, they will oppose the President’s bill to 
provide federal aid for public schools. 


At no point in this or any other 
statement by the National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference does any- 
body question the need for fed- 
eral aid to provide adequate 
standards for a rapidly growing 

ion, but the fourth point 
of the official church statement 
by Archbishop Kari J. Alter of 
Cincinnati nevertheless declares: 

“In the event that a federal aid 
program is enacted, which ex- 
cludes children in private schools, 
these children will be the vic- 
tims of discriminatory legislation. 
There will be no alternative but 
to oppose such discrimination.”’ 

There is, however, a very clear 
alternative. This is to do what 
most people and groups do all the 
time in a democratic society, 
namely, to fight hard for what 
they want for themselves and 
then, if they don’t get what they 
want; go along with the best possi- 
ble compromise for the whole na- 
tion. 

The claims of the Catholic 
Church cannot be lightly brushed 
aside, as President Kennedy orig- 
inally tried to push them aside. 

The main reason for federal aid 
in the first place was to see to 
it that the nation develops all the 
brains it has, and if this reason 
is valid, it surely needs Catholic 
brains as well as Baptist or Pres- 
byterian brains. 

Also, Catholic schools have 
benefited in the past from federal 
funds in the National Defense Ed- 


ucation Act; federal funds have 
followed Catholic students to Cath- 
olic colleges; federal funds have 
made available scientific, foreign 
language and other teaching fa- 
cilities to Catholic schools; and 
even under the present Kennedy 
program, federal funds would be 
granted to Notre Dame Univer- 
sity, for example, to help defray 
the expenses of any student who 
won a federal scholarship and 
chose to attend that university. 


President Kennedy, however, 
has proved a way to argue out 
all these highly controversial re- 
ligious and constitutional points. 
He has proposed that his bill be 
allowed to come to a vote to deal 
with the general welfare and that 
separate legislation be introduced 
providing for loans to the paro- 
chial and other private schools. 


The mail flooding to Capitol Hill 
these days is crying ‘‘discrimina- 
tion’’ and charging ‘‘taxation with- 
out participation.” 

In some ways, of course, there 
is discrimination. There are al- 
most as many Catholic children 
in the public schools as in the pa- 
rochial schools, 4,447,600 at last 
count to 5,088,000, and obviously if 
all of these had to be educated 
in the public schools taxes would 
have to go up. 

The decision not to participate 
in the public school system, how- 
ever, was not the government's 
but the church's.

“First—It must train African 
leaders of a high quality.

“Second — The church must 
speed up its youth work. We have 
to capture the youth now, in the 
rural areas as well as the cities. 
Schools have not taken over the 
task of youth work and we might 
stay the tide of drifting from the 
church by working hard to cap- 
ture the youth now. 


MUST SPEAK OUT 


“Third—The church must not 
hesitate to speak out. If the mini- 
ster must suffer for speaking, he 
must suffer. There is seeming in- 
difference to problems, a running 
shy of even meeting political 
leaders. The result is a schism 
between minister and_ political 
leader that harms them both. 


“‘Fourth—We need the church 
to help us in selecting what was 
good in our past. It’s a tragedy to 
say, ‘Our past was good, let’s go 
back.’ For instance, nothing will 
justify polygamy, nothing will jus- 
tify witchcraft. There were good 
things in the past, but some don’t 
discriminate. It is superficial to 
accept all heathen customs as 
good. To be my own man, I must 
go back. Go back then, but choose 
that which agrees with Christian 
|principle. And the church should 
aid in discriminatory selection 
from the past.” 


CAME TO SAVE 


Luthuli added: ‘‘Some blame 
the missionary for destroying our 
African past. But they came to 
save us. They knew the danger 
we were in and then rushed in as 
if we were in a burning. house. 
There was no time to stop and 
think, ‘Shall I save this, or that, 
or that?’ They stripped us of 
everything in order to save us. 
They shocked us to reality. And 
we needed that. But now let us 
build carefully. We need missions 
'and the church to help build the 
new Africa.

HERO PLAYS ‘?'VE GOT A SECRET’ |

A somewhat angry, mostly 
happy, and completely discon- 
certed T. P. Jones poked at 
Wayne Johnson's dripping foot. 
In a minute he stood up.

In leading Grady’s fourth place City League quintet to third 
place in the state meet, 6-6 Don Baxter, third leading scorer in the 
city and fifth in the state with a 19.3 average, sacked 82 points 
against four tournament foes—one less than tourney leader Lee 
DeFore of Sylvan. 


That performance stamped the senior son of the Roosevelt 
principal as Grady’s greatest cager since Richard Austin, slim 
basketmaker who averaged 18.8 in 1953 and then fired 54 points in 
two state tourney games. In a 7554 victory over Cedartown Austin 
hit 38 points, establishing a since-broken state meet record. 


Grady hadn't been in contention for state honors since until 
Baxter, 6-4 junior Ted Shuey, 6-3 soph Tommy Fibelkorn, 5-8 senior 
Harris Hines, 5-9 senior George Chotas, 6-0 senior Larry Peek, 
6-0 senior Steve Krant and 5-9 junior Myron Dwoskin turned trick 
this time around. 


Inspired rebounding by Shuey and Fibelkorn and some remark- 
able floor play and shooting by the fleet Hines, especially against 
Columbus, were other principal ingredients of Grady’s remarkable 
achievement. But the others had a hand in it too. 


Baxter was a unanimous choice for the all-state tournament 
team. And had not the votes been split down the middle between 
Shuey and Hines, one of them would have been selected, too. Both 
were tremendous. 


Small wonder that Skelton, a great athlete himself at Smith 
High and University of South Carolina, says, ‘I've never been so 
proud of a bunch of boys in my life.”

Jujitsu May Be In Order 


In Battle of Lovers’ Lane 


This is the sixth of 12 articles excerpted from “Datebook’s Complete Guide 
to Dating,” edited by Art Unger, discussing, in frank detail, the rules, problems, 


» emotions and techniques of the complex institution of dating. 


“How can I controkmy- emotions? Tell 
me how to refuse without sounding prudish. 
Why do boys always think I give them the 
go-ahead? How can I make a boy realize 
I honestly don’t want to park? How far 
should a girl go?” 


These are just a few of the hundreds of 
questions from young people about sexual 
feelings and experiences. It’s clear that this 
generation is faced with a greater need for 
knowledge and understanding in this area 
than almost any previous generation. 


Why should this be true? Well, perhaps 
because three basic concepts have developed 
almost simultaneously—and they tend to be 


difficult for a young person to grasp com- 
pletely. 


First, there is the general agreement of 


the need for greater frankness; second, of - 


the need for more realistic values; and third, 
of the simultaneous need for more intelligent 
regulation. 


Educators and parents—as well as teen- 
agers themselves—have discovered that more 
freedom requires more self-regulation if it is 
not to turn into highly self-destructive license 
a sure road to personal misery. 


So, let’s examine in more detail the neck- 
ing question girls worry about most. 


“When I neck with a boy I get very stim- 
ulated and want to go farther. I know it’s 
just a matter of circumstances that has kept 
me from going all the way—that is, the right 
boy hasn't tried yet. But it’s going to happen, 
sooner or later I just know. Should I stop 
necking altogether? And how can I do that 
without being babyish? Or is there another 
way to control my emotions?”’ 


AVOID SITUATIONS 


With some girls, it’s true, necking alone 
will sometimes prove over-stimulating. In 
such a case, the solution lies in avoiding cer- 
tain kinds of 
Ss i tuations 
which a girl 
with a pas- 
sionate na- 
ture has to 
learn to con- 
sider “‘out of 
bounds.”’ If 
this is your 
problem, it 
certainly 
doesn’t mean 
that every 
necking _ sit- 
uation will 
be out side 
your limits. 
Because, if 
you remove 
y ourself 
from all 
t e mptation, 
your powers 
of responsi- 
ble self-con- 
trol would 
be so weakly 
d e v e loped 
that the first 
right boy to 
come along 
would bowl over all your defenses like ten- 
pins. 
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However, it sounds like what you've been 
experiencing with your boy friends is more 
like petting than necking. When either of 
you consciously does anything to arouse the 
other sexually, that’s petting. In that case, 
the means of control is simple. If a boy 
deliberately stimulates you sexually, ask him 
not to: if he continues don’t go out with him 
anymore. 


No girl can afford to allow circumstances 
to guide her behavior, especially where sex 
is concerned. That would be babyish. Any 
girl who takes the trouble to consider where 
she is in life—in terms of meaning and pur- 
pose as well as momentary satisfactions— 
will realize that she has all kinds of inner 
guides to the rights and wrongs of direction. 


BATTLE OF LOVERS’ LANE 


“What does a girl do when a boy wont 
pay any attention to her when she says she 


doesn’t want to park? I mean how do you 
fight the Battle of Lovers’ Lane when the boy 
doesn’t believe you're angry?” 


It depends so much on the boy and girl 


involved. With some boys, a sense of humor 
will do the trick, but some girls can’t call 
on their sense of humor in what they feel is 
an emergency. At the other extreme, a handy 
ju jitsu trick may be in order. 


But by far the best advice we can offer 
is to know your date and know him well— 
his reputation, his background, and what his 
feelings really are for. you—before you let 
yourself in for this kind of situation. This 
goes especially for the boys who aren’t from 
your neighborhood and age group, for blind 
dates and first dates in general, for boys 
who have a fast or otherwise questionable 
reputation. 


It’s not that your own feeling response 
isn’t the most important gauge of whether 
or not you should go out with a boy. But, 
alone, it is seldom enough. 


NON-PRUDISH NO 


Here’s a question from a girl with a simi- 
lar problem, but it’s something a bit different 
that bothers her: 


“I’m not a prude—but I feel that necking 
and petting can get me into trouble. But, 
whenever I go on a date, I’m called frigid 
and prudish and babyish if I refuse to neck, 
Am I wrong and if I’m not how do I make 
my position clear without preaching?’’ 


The “without preaching’ is the most im- 
portant part of it. Preach and the boy will 
feel he’s got the advantage. But wise up to 
the fact that those epithets (frigid, prudish, 
babyish) are calculated to put you on the 
defensive. 


You can call a boy’s bluff. Tell him you 
know you're not any of these things he calls 
you. Tell him you can see through him and 
you’re not falling for any of his teasing. More 
often than not you'll have him laughing at 
having his deviltry exposed. More than like- 
ly, he'll be relieved, because lots of boys 
don’t really want you to reveal the weakness 
they half expect. When you do, they often 
lose respect for you and even talk contemptu- 
ously about you with their friends. 


Working out a good relationship takes two 
people strong enough not to surrender their 
values. It takes a lot more, too: A natural 
and sincere spontaneousness, unspoiled by 
calculation and affectation; a sense of humor 
that can make light of the inevitable frustra- 
tions and quarrels; increasing powers of judg- 
ment and mutual planning for meaningful 
activities; a growing capacity for mature 
love which says “‘Your needs, your feelings, 
your opinions are just as important to me as 
my own,”’ When you achieve this level with 
a boy, you won't be flinging poison arrows at 
each other. And you won't have to worry 
about preaching, either. 


HOW FAR SHOULD YOU GO? 


“I know just about all I need to know 
about necking and petting and sex. So, this 
kind of knowledge is not my problem. But, 
deciding just how far I should go is a real 
problem. What’s right and what’s wrong 
when it comes to this sort of thing?’ 


When excitement is sought for excitement's 
sake, you. may be left afterward in a’ state 
of nervous tension, with a sense of frustra- 
tion and incompletion. Heavy petting can 
accelerate your sexual passions until you 
find yourself reaching “‘the point of no re- 
turn.’’ Going too far can be an intense emo- 
tional shock, with serious psychological con- 
sequences for a girl who is emotionally un- 
prepared. 


But there's. another danger in I don’t-care 
sexual behavior that isn’t too obvious. So 
often, it seems either, or both partners fail 
to understand that the most intimate areas 
of one’s body are kept private for a reason. 
They belong inseparably with that great gift 
of love—your special offering to the one who 


wins your lasting devotion.
